THE NEW POSTAGE LAW. 

‘THE above heading is the only one that can 
be used in speaking of the recent so-called ‘‘ rul- 
ing’’ of the P. O. Department, in which, by a 
single stroke of the pen, this executive department 
annuls and sets at naught a law duly made by 
Congress, and in place of this puts into operation 
one of its own. 

The law as made by Congress is as plain as 
the English language can make it, and the defi- 
nition of ‘‘ printed matter’’ was specially drawn 
in order that there might be no question as to 
the meaning of it; and yet in the face of this 
comes this ‘‘ruling,’’ and changes the whole 
thing. 

The exact words of the law are given herewith, 
that it may be seen how carefully it was drawn. It 
reads thus: “‘‘ Printed matter,’ within the intend- 
ment of the law, is defined to be the reproduction 
upon paper, by any process except that of hand- 
writing, of any words, letters, characters, figures, 
or images, or of any combination thereof, not hav- 
ing the character of an actual and personal cor-

the first, second, or third class, then it is not in 
any way or shape, or under any circumstances, 
under the fourth. And the ruling has just ac 
much right to put it under the /yst as under the 
fourth ; and the same usurpation of power that 
does this can as easily make book postage the 
same as letter, as it doubles the rate upon ‘ 
ed matter.” 

It is to be hoped that the publishers and book- 
sellers who may see this will call the attention 
of members of Congress to this abuse, and that 
such a rebuke will be administered as will] for 
all time to come make the executive department 
of the government willing to attend to their own 
business, and not try to do the work that belongs 
to Congress. S.

CircCULAR NO. 1223. 

From and after this date, that portion of ruling 
js4, page 704, January, 1883, Postal Guide, re- 
quiring the consecutive paging of inserts in mag- 
azines or other periodicals, will not be enforced ; 
and legitimate publications of the second class, 
which contain unpaged inserts, should be treated 
as having lost no privileges under the law which 
‘s extended to matter of that class. 

Such publications, when the advertising matter 
isso much in excess, or out of proportion to the 
reading matter as to properly raise the question 
whether or not they are, in their entirety, pub- 
ished primarily for advertising purposes, should 
be submitted by the mailing postmaster to the 
Department for examination, when the same 
rules that govern other classes of publications 
will be applied, thus reducing the question to 
two issues, viz., Approval of the matter pre- 
sented, or its exclusion from the mails as matter 
of the second class. 

Postmasters are requested to make a critical 
examination of the class of publications named, 
when presented for mailing ; and in all cases 
when in their judgment they believe an attempt

an excessive number of “ inserts,’’ to violate 
that portion of the statute (see section 155, page 
73, Postal Laws and Regulations) which declares 


that publications which are published primarily | 


for advertising purposes cannot be admitted to 
the mails as matter of the second class, they 
should, before mailing the edition, require of 
ihe publisher a deposit of third-class rates of 
postage, upon condition that if after presentation 
iothe Department the matter is adjudged to be 
entitled to pass through the mails at the pound 
rates, the difference in postage will be refunded.
